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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 11-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 11-21 and 24, independent claim 1 discloses a camera device 
comprising: a movable optical system; a driving unit configured to drive the movable 
optical system; and a control unit configured to control the driving unit; wherein the 
driving unit is configured to start driving of the movable optical system from a housed 
state to a protruding state in response to an instruction from the control unit; and 
wherein the control unit is configured to perform a first 

initialization which is necessary to drive the movable optical system from the housed 
state, start the driving of the movable optical system from the housed state, and then 
start performing of a second initialization without waiting for the movable optical system 
to reach an intermediate position between the housed state and a state in which 
photographing can be performed, the second initialization being unnecessary to drive 
the movable optical system from the housed state , which is neither taught or an obvious 
variation of the relevant prior art. 

Regarding claims 22 and 25, independent claim 22 discloses a method of 
controlling a camera device comprising a movable optical system, the method 
comprising: performing a first initialization which is necessary to drive the movable 
optical system from a housed state; starting driving of the movable optical system from

the housed state to a protruding state; and after starting the driving of the movable 
optical system from the housed state, and without waiting for the movable optical 
system to reach an intermediate position between the housed state and a state in which 
photographing can be performed, starting performing a second initialization which is 
unnecessary to drive the movable optical system from the housed state , which is neither 
taught or an obvious variation of the relevant prior art. 

Regarding claims 23 and 26, independent claim 23 discloses a computer- 
readable storage medium having a computer program stored thereon that is executable 
by a computer of a camera device that comprises a movable optical system, the 
program being executable by the computer to control the camera device to perform 
functions comprising: performing a first initialization which is necessary to drive the 
movable optical system from a housed state; 

starting driving of the movable optical system from the housed state to a protruding 
state; and after starting the driving of the movable optical system from the housed state, 
and without waiting for the movable optical system to reach an intermediate position 
between the housed state and a state in which photographing can be performed, 
starting performing of a second initialization which is unnecessary to drive the movable 
optical system from the housed state , which is neither taught or an obvious variation of 
the relevant prior art.
